Folklore  of  exotic  lands  will  be 
brought  to  the  BYU  stage  today 
when  Matteo  and  the 
Indo-American  Dancers  appear  in 
two  performances. 

The  programs  will  be  presented 
at  10  a.m.  and  8:15  p.m.  in  the  de 
Jong  Concert  Hall  of  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center.  The  first 
performance  will  be  the  forum 
assembly. 

The  Indo-American  Dance 
Company,  founded  in  1967  from 
seniors  of  the  Ethnic  Division  of 
New  York  City’s  School  of 
Performing  Arts,  has  achieved 
wide  acclaim,  especially  for 
performances  of  the  dances  of 
India. 

Matteo  and  his  ethnic  dancers 


explore  the  rich  cultural  heritage 
of  the  East  and  the  West,  the  Old 
World  and  the  New  in  a blend  of 
dance,  exciting  rhythms, 
authentic  music  and  a brilliant 
array  of  colorful  costumes, 
gracefully  interwoven  with 
narration. 

By  means  of  what  they  call 
“Dance-o-Logues,”  the  troup 
takes  the  viewer  on  a kind  of 
global  tour,  presenting  through 
dance  the  music,  costumes, 
superstitions  and  folklore  of  many 
peoples  and  explain  their  origins 
and  meanings.
